3 high¬ 
way for the convenience of tour¬ 
ists and local persons, He advised 
council the board would assist in 
building the ground. Council, 
which had discussed this matter 
last fall, felt that the spot would 
be very useful and several sites 
will be investigated, in order that 
the ground be built this spring.

Your costs when you obtain 
a loan of capital, with the ex¬ 
ception of interest paid, are 
not deductible. 

Coats incurred, when you seek 
the aid of a chartered accoun¬ 
tant to make out your income 
tax return, are deductible. 
Don't take long, costly trips 
by ambulance, if you think 
the cost can be claimed as an 


By this April 30, more than one 
out of five Canadians — about 3.- 
500,000 — will pay one and a 
quarter billion dollars in income 
tax, it is reported in the new April 
issue of Liberty magazine. 

To Help Canadian tax payers 
file their tax returns, Liberty pre¬ 
sents the following tips to help 
you reduce your income tax pay¬ 
ments. 

1 . Be sure your charitable do¬ 
nations are made to an organ¬ 
ization in Canada. Otherwise, 
they are not deductible. Keep 
your donation receipts. 

2. Alimony payments are only 
deductible, if you have a ju¬ 
dicial separation or divorce. 

3. Other than for a few drugs, 
which must be prescribed, 
most medicines you buy at a 
.drugstore are not deductible. 
If, however, your medicine 
comes from a hospital, or a 
doctor, and is added to a pa¬ 
tient's bill, its cost is deduct¬ 
ible. 

5. Be sure to obtain proof that 
travelling expenses were ne¬ 
cessary to the business in or¬ 
der to gain or produce income 
within the meaning of the In¬ 
come Tax Act. Expenses met. 
while you’re attending a con¬ 
vention, for instance, would 
probably be considered a per¬ 
sonal or living expense, there¬ 
fore taxable. 

6. Be sure your medical pay¬ 
ments are made to “qualified 
practitioners”. The Act pro¬ 
vides for a certain portion of ‘ 
medical expenses — provided 
they are paid to a medical 
practitioner, dentist or nurse 
qualified to practise. 

7. It’s more remunerative, un¬ 
der the Income Tax Act, to 
suffer loss of hearing • than 
loss of sight. Costs for hear¬ 
ing-aids are deductible; for 
your eye glasses, they’re not. 

8. If you marry on December 31. 
remember any income your 
wife made that year does not 
affect your personal exemp¬ 
tions. You still receive a full, 
married man’s exemption for

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GARDEN NOTES— 


Catalogues advise where 
plants or shrubs grow best 


Humorists suggest that the pic¬ 
tures in the catalogues often excel 
the results in the garden. If this 
is so, the blame can often be laid 
at the door of the gardener, be¬ 
cause he didn't study the cata¬ 
logue well enough. 

Practically all catalogues, in ad¬ 
dition to giving specific -planting 
instructions, indicate whether a 
particular plant or shrub is hardy 
or only semi-hardy in different 
geographic areas, whether it 
grows best in sun or shade; wheth¬ 
er it likes heavy or light soil, or 
has a preference for wet or dry 
places in the garden. 

With this information available 
there is no reason \^Jiy the ama¬ 
teur gardener cannot arrange his 
plantings in such a way that they 
will grow to best advantage. He 
knows that he has put the right 
plants in the light places and 
proper attention and care through¬ 
out the growing season will bring 
satisfactory results. 

Most from vegetables 

A lot of gardeners have learned 
that the only way to get top qual¬ 
ity in vegetables is to grow them 
at home. The reason is simple. 
Most vegetables, and especially 
things like peas, corn, beans, car¬ 
rots and even spinach start to de¬ 
teriorate within a few hours after 
they are picked. No matter how 
carefully we pack them, they 
start to lose some of their garden 
freshness. Because this is so, many 
people even with tiny gardens try 
to have a small plot for vegetables 
tucked away somewhere. And it 
is literally amazing how many 
good meals can be produced from 
a bit of land only a few yards 
each way. 

Where the garden is a small one, 
we won't try to grow our winter’s 
supply of potatoes, or very much 



of the bulky things like corn and 
squash. But even a 12 foot row of! 
beans, spinach, carrots or beets 
will produce a lot. Most of these 
things can be grown in rows only 
a few inches apart and we can 
get more out of the plot by alter¬ 
nating rows of the bigger things 
like carrots, beets and beans with 
smaller things like lettuce, radish 
and onions. Wo can also have two 
crops, one early and one late, and 
:an spread out the sowings so 
that something fresh and new will 
always be coming along. 

Add mystery 

An interesting garden is like a 
inding lane, it should unfold on 
le visitor gradually. Even if 
space is limited to the standard 
urban back lot, it is possible with, 
perhaps a curving path, clumps 
of tall annuals or shrubbery to 
hide some interesting and in¬ 
triguing corners and shady spots. 
Here we place a couple of chairs 
a bench or a bit of wall or 
hedge. 

it a curving path without any 
reason at all for the curve looks 
artificial. So we make that path 
find around a tree, or a big clump 
of shrubbery. And every yard we 
proceed down that path there 
should be a different view, a flower 
bed or some other feature that 
cannot be completely seen from 
the back porch or the gate. 

It is not difficult at all to add 
a bit of mystery, to keep some 
special corners almost hidden and 
with the amount of planting ma¬ 
terial we have available in Can¬ 
ada one can do wonders in creat¬ 
ing a garden that is different from 
any other and reflects ones indi¬ 
viduality.

Judge suggests 
marital subsidy 
and baby bonus 

Magistrate Kenneth M. Langdon 
of Oakville, Ont., has suggested 
government subsidies of from 
$3,000 to $5,000 to young people 
who want to get married but can’t 
because of financial difficulties. 

The magistrate, a judge of the 
juvenile and family courts for 
Halton County, told the Oakville- 
Trafalgar-Bronte Family Service 
Bureau the subsidies could be 
made through chartered banks. 
They could be repaid at low in¬ 
terest rate as soon as the husband 
reached full earning power. 

Couples expecting a baby, he 
suggested should be given a $100- 
a-month bonus after satisfying a 
means - test requirement. That 
would enable mothers to stay home 
and look after their families. 
Orientation test 

Young couples contemplating 
marriage should be required to 
take an orientation test which 
would indicate whether they are 
ready to accept the responsibilities 
of married life. 

Unsatisfactory results, especial¬ 
ly on the duties of parenthood, 
should lead to denial of marriage 
licence for the time being. 

Many couples "are attracted 
physically but they do not realize 
what a serious step they are about 
to take." 

The marriage test, combined 
with guidance, would alleviate 
many common marriages prob-

General practitioners in Bri¬ 
tain are seeing more patients 
than before the start ot *he 
National Health Service and 
generally are doing more 
work for their patients. The 
distribution of doctors over 
the country as a whole has 
improved and a more reason¬ 
able balance has been struck 
between "over-doctored" and 
"under-doctored" areas. 

These are some of the facts 
brought out in the report, pub¬ 
lished in London recently, of the 
committee of five, set up under 
the chairmanship of Cambridge 
economist C. W. Cuillebaud to in¬ 
quire into the working of Britain’s 
National Health Service. 

After two and a half years’ con¬ 
sideration of the cost, efficiency 
and future of the Health Service, 
the committee found them to be 
working satisfactorily. 

“We are strongly of the opinion 
that it would be altogether pre¬ 
mature at the present time to pro¬ 
pose any fundamental change in 
the structure of the National 
Health Service,” says the report. 

The Guillebaud committee’s in¬ 
dependent report, coming seven 
and a half years after the incep¬ 
tion of the National Health 
scheme, states conclusively that 
there has been no lowering of ser¬ 
vice to patients by doctors in this 
period.

‘What is most needed at the 
present time is the prospect of a 
period of stability in order that 
all the various authorities and rep¬ 
resentative bodies-can think and 
plan ahead with the knowledge 
that they will be building on firm 
foundations.”

Man's best friend getting full 

share modern medical benefits 


The next time you feel the need 
for sympathy, don’t complain that 
you’re living a dog’s life. It might 
be better than your own, states a 
story by Watson Sims of Associat¬ 
ed Press. 

A dog's life, canine specialists | 
agree, is getting better and longer 
all the time. Man's best friend is 
getting a full share of the benefits 
modern civilization has brought to 

an himself. 

His life expectancy is up by 
about 50 percent. Vaccines and 
antibiotics have all but eliminated 
many of his diseases, and eased 
the effects of many once fatal in¬ 
fections. 

New techniques in surgery are 
being applied on his behalf. He is 
getting better food and, on the 
whole, receiving better care both 
in sickness and in health. 

But not all of these blessings 
are unmixed. Like man, the dog 
is running into certain penalties 
that come with longer life. More 
and more, he is suffering ailments 
normally associated with old age. 
And because he is living longer, 
his numbers are increasing far be¬ 
yond the demand for dogs. 

Longer life expectancy 

Dr. Hadley Stephenson, profes¬ 
sor of veterinary medicine at Cor¬ 
nell University, said recently the 
average life expectancy for a dog 
now is about 12 years. 

“Many live longer than that,” 
Dr. Stephenson told the Oklahoma 
Veterinary Medical Association. 
“There are 500 dogs in the country 
that I know which are 17 years 
old. The average dog used to live 
to be about seven or eight.” 


Similar reports come from three 
veteran specialists at the recent 
Westminster Kennel Club show in 
New York. They are Drs. C. P. 
Zepp, Louis Corwin and James 
Skelton, each of whom has prac¬ 
tised veterinary medicine since 
1919. 

Dr. Zepp recalled that distemper 
was once a factor in nearly a third 
of all dog deaths. Now a vaccine 
has all but wiped out distemper, 
which in itself is rarely fatal but 
weakens the animal and makes it 
prey to viruses and other seric 
infections. The infections the 
selves are being combatted effec¬ 
tively with penicillin and other 
antibiotics. 

The three veterinarians agreed 
that probably the chief causes of 
dog deaths today are glandular 
ailments and other malfunctions 
that come with advanced age. 

At Iowa State College, Dr. Hugh 
Simpson has specialized in an op¬ 
eration to restore the vision of 
dogs afflicted by cataracts. Since 
December, 1954, Dr. Simpson has 
performed 85 such operations, 
most of them successful.

The trend is to dispense with 
alleys in new subdivisions, accord¬ 
ing to the American Society of 
Planning Officials. 

Alleys have been criticized as 
health hazards and as the cause 
of needless expense, the society 
said. I 

At least nine cities have writ- j 
n new subdivision regulations j 
prohibiting alleys and providing 
easements instead, a check show¬ 
ed. 

Some cities, including Detroit, I 
Mich., are encouraging property 
owners in older districts to elimi¬ 
nate alleys and are advising them 
on how to do it. 

The society said most argu-1 
ments against alleys stress that 
they are expensive and a nuisance 
to maintain. More often than not 
they are littered with trash and 
garbage and make excellent breed¬ 
ing places for rats.

This auroral openess and uplift gives to all creative 
ideal levels a bright and caroling quality, which is nowhere more 
marked than where the controlling emotion is religious.” 

Yes, kindliness is a passion with delightful fruits, particularly 
when it has a religious connotation. Surely, it is too precious a passion 
to be relinquished to politiciaris. Churchmen, I think, make a mis¬ 
take, indeed — when they ask governments to administer kindliness. 


LIFE'S FABRIC 

He told me about it as we rode together on the train from the 
small town where he was born to the big city where he worked. He’d 
been called out home because his mother, at 81, suffered a severe 
stroke, and he had watched her fighting for her life. 

“As I watched her,” he said, “I kept thinking of her as a little 
girl, Sally May Jones, walking miles and miles to school, then home 
to milk the cows and do so many chores. It is only when the end 
seems near - that one becomes so concerned about the beginnings. I 
thought of her marriage, and the struggle to raise a family, and all 
the dreams she must have had in those days. 'And I wondered what 
regrets must be in her mind now. with the end threatening and many 
of the dreams unfulfilled. 

'We were at her bedside at the little hospital — her three sons — 
and I suppose we were all wondering the same thing. Then we noticed 
that she was trying to tell us something, although paralysis had made 
speech difficult for her. We leaned forward anxiously, and finally 
we were able to understand. 

"She was trying desperately hard to tell us that at home we 
would find oatmeal cookies in the earthenware crock in the cup¬ 
board, and that there was meat cooked and ready to eat. ‘Bring up 
a sealer of fruit from the basement . . . anything you like,’ she said.” 

He told me that it took them back somewhat to thing that at 
this hour, when they thought her every energy was devoted to her 
fight for life, that instead, her mind was on supper for her boys. Her 
life had taught her that the mind is best occupied with the small 
everyday things that form the fabric of a good life — the oatmeal 
cookies and suppers for the boys. The dreams lose substance, but 
these daily things are real and immediate and important. 

She is recovering from her stroke, he says and should still have 
some summers in the sun, to sit and look back. Not to dream of what 
might have been, but to savour the countless things that really were. 
Gardens planted, meals served, a useful life fully lived, and many 
sorrows and difficulties met courageously. Little Sally May Jones 
had much that was worthwhile to look back upon.

ADVERTISING 

I’ve seen a bank manager reform and he has done his town a lot of 
good. Here’s how it happened. 

The editor of a fine little weekly paper wasn’t having too much 
luck. Merchants in his town were pretty conservative about adver¬ 
tising, especially when business was slow. Apparently, the bank mana¬ 
ger in that town gave a lot of advice. He’d been telling those mer¬ 
chants, who were short of cash, to cut expenses — particularly their 
advertising. Quite a few merchants followed the advice. 

Then the manager got instructions from head office to put up a 
sign they sent him about money orders and traveller’s cheques. They 
also sent an advertisement to the paper. The bank manager thought 
it foolish, because “there’s not much call for those services here.” 

Much to his surprise, the sign and the advertisement increased 
business. People who had been going to the city with cash In their 
pockets started using traveller’s cheques instead. 

Next time a merchant found business slow the banker changed 
his advice. “Why not run a sale,” he suggested. "Put an ad in the 
paper and a sign in the window.” His advice was followed and busi¬ 
ness picked up. 

Today that weekly is no longer little. It has plenty of circulation 
and much more business. It is enlarging the trading area of the town, 
and it’s bringing shoppers in to the town to the point where parking 
is a problem. 

Not all bank managers reform as fast as this one. I’d suggest to 
the head offices of all banks that they educate their branch managers 
on the subject. Many small towns lose trade to nearby cities because 
the merchant’s aren’t advertising. Bankers contribute to this decline 
when they include advertising in their “out expense” advice!

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Western Canadian 
Greyhound Lines Get 
Two Major Awards 

Western Canadian Greyhound 
Lines captured the two major 
awards in the 1955 Greyhound Na¬ 
tional Safety Contest conducted 
among the companies’ 13 divisions 
in the United States and Canada, 
Mr. R. L. Borden, president of 
Western Canadian Greyhound 
Lines, announced today. 

The Western Canadian drivers 
captured the Marcus Dow trophy 
with a 56.6 gain in accident free 
miles. (The comparison is with the 
company’s average of safe mileage 
for the three preceding years) and 
the William P. Grant Plaque for 
the best mileage-between-accident 
record. 

These awards were made from 
the company headquarters in Chi¬ 
cago. 

The Western Canadian drivers' 
records were made in driving more 
than 11,000,000 miles last year over 
6456 miles of routes between Win¬ 
nipeg and Vancouver. Throughout 
the entire system in the U.S. and 
Canada, drivers of the 6,100 buses 
showed a 19.8 percent improve¬ 
ment in acident-free mileage while 
driving 500,000,000 miles. 

The Marcus Dow Trophy was 
named after a former Safety Di¬ 


rector of the Greyhound Corpora¬ 
tion who died in 1950. The trophy 
has been competed for since 1946. 

The William P. Grant Plaque 
was put into competition in 1954 
in honor of another Safety Direc¬ 
tor of Greyhound and a former 
president of the American Hockey 
Association and Kansas City 
Hockey Club. 

The Western Canadian Grey¬ 
hound Lines is the only division in 
Canada to have won the Marcus 
Dow Trophy previously, capturing 
it twice in the past ten years. 

Western Canadian Greyhound 
Lines was started in 1929 by G. B. 
Fay, who retired last month. He 
was succeeded by Mr. Borden who 
has been with the organization for 
twenty years. 

The Line started running a daily 
service with eight buses between 
Lethbridge, Calgary and Edmon¬ 
ton. Later they expanded to Fer- 
nie, B.C., and then Nelson. A pro¬ 
gressive expansion program con¬ 
tinued into Saskatchewan and 
Mahitoba until the Company now 
runs 120 stainless steel “Courier” 
buses. 


No Official Surveys

Settle Water 
Dispute 

Canada has offered to try to 
negotiate a new agreement about 
sharing waterpower on rivers 
which cross the Canada—US. bor¬ 
der, reports The Financial Post. 

Most important question at 
stake is the Columbia River, and 
the Canadian suggestions for di¬ 
verting much of its flow through 
•the Fraser River so that the full 
flow would never reach the big 
series of power-dams on the U.S. 
Columbia. 

Bitter opposition to any such 
diversion has been expressed in 
the U.S. Governor Jordan, chair¬ 
man of the U.S. Section of the In¬ 
ternational Joint Commission, has 


said that it would do serious in¬ 
jury to the United States; and a 
principal Democratic spokesman, 
Senator Neuberger, has said that 
the proposed diversion would mean 
“the difference between economic 
progress and stagnation” in the 
states of the Pacific Northwest. 

Canada’s new proposal for ne¬ 
gotiations, put to President Eisen¬ 
hower by Mr. St. Lauren t at the 
recent private talks at White Sul¬ 
phur Springs, would mean shift¬ 
ing the long dispute about the Co¬ 
lumbia from the International 
Joint Commission, where General 
A. G. L. McNaughton, chairman 
of the Canadian Section, and Gov¬ 
ernor Jordan have been exchang¬ 
ing a long series of uncompromis¬ 
ing public statements. 

It would substitute private bar¬ 
gaining behind closed doors 'be¬ 
tween accredited representatives 
to the two governments.
